The purpose 
to place younger and more vigorous 
men inactive positions was an- 
nounced by the Board last week. 

“There was nothing against the rec- 
ord of any of the six officers,” Presi- 
dent Miller said.

“Their cna ad does not op- 
erate to immulfize the corpora- 
tions or associations with which 
they are connected,” Barrett 
said. ‘‘Nor does it grant the in- 
dividuals who appear immunity 
from prosecution on perjury 
charges, should they fail to tell 
the truth. 

“If they disclose facts which 
will enable us to correct abuses, 
all is well. If their disclosures 
are unimportant, yet we find by 
other inquiry that no wrong has 
been done, all still well. If 
they tell untruths we dis- 
cover it, a conviction perjury 
punishable by more’ severe 
penalties than are violations of 
the anti-trust laws.’’ 

Perjury by persons testifying 
in the present proceeding is pun- 
ishable by not more than seven 
years’ imprisonment.

Organization in Appeal Says 
60 of Every 100 Infants 
Who Die Could Be Saved 
With Proper Food. 


The St. Louis Pure Milk Commis- 
Bion is making its annual appeal for 
its budget needed to carry forward 
its work of protecting milk for in- 
fants and distributing much of it 
free of charge to families in which 
babies otherwise would be unfed 
with the character of milk needed 
to insure life... * 

The sum asked for is $10,000. This 
fs required for expenses of mainte- 
nance and is apart from the fund of 
which the Post-Dispatch § recently 
began its annual collection and 
which is used to give greater distri- 
bution of pure milk to infants in 
poor families. 

The St. Louis Pure Milk Commis- 
sion was organized in 1904. Ina 
prospectus, accompanying the _  ap- 
peal for annual contributions, its 
officers state: 

“One thousand eight hundred and 
fifteen of the 12,168 babies’ that 
were born in 1905 died before they 
were 1 year old. This was at the 
rate of 149.1 deaths for each i000 
births. There has been a gradual 
decline in these losses year by. year. 
In 1920, the rate was 76.5 deaths 
per 1000 births. The number of 
births in 1920, which was 15,099, 
compares favorably with other cities. 
It is therefore obvious that it is not 
a question of how many Babies are 
born, but of those that are born, 
how many can be saved.

Lampert, in a huff, packed his bag 
and went to the Washington Hotel, 
she related, but in a couple of days 
he called up Mrs. Graff.

Judge Says Original Ruling of 
May 7 as Recorded Was 
Clerk’s Error. 


Church workers were advised to 
seek communion with youth through 
acquaintance with youth’s interests, 
by the Rev. Dr. B. P. Hill of Louis- 
ville, in an address before the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States (South- 
ern), which opened today in West- 
minster Church, Union and Delmar 
boulevards. 

Dr. Hill declared to workers that 
they must come to know youth and 
its processes of thought, its nature 
and its temptations. ‘‘The heart of 
youth yearns for personal interest,” 
he declared. “If you don’t know 
anything about Babe Ruth, buy a 
newspaper and read the «porting 
page. If you cannot play golf, go 
out and caddy for a kid. Listen to 
his disconnected stories. Walk with 
him. Fish with him. Be human. 

“The church has turned over its 
youth to the world for entertain- 
ment. The streets teem with boys 
and girls not yet out of their teens. 
The street at night is no place for 
boys and girls. The glare blinds them 
to pitfalls and they fall and are 
bruised. The church has been dere- 
lict here. We can win youth by a 
program free from clinging moss.” 

Dr. Hill condemned present tend- 
encies in women’s dress declaring 
that there was ‘‘texy much georgette 
and too little Godliness” in it. He 
said that the tendency in dress indi- 
cated a recession of modesty.

Federal Judge Dyer yesterday

As a result of the modified order, 
State’s Attorney Streuber of Madison 
County, Illinois, came to St. Louis 
today to ask. for the rearrest of the 
three defendants. 

It will be remembered that the de- 
fendants were released from. the 
Sheriff's custody May 7 after Judge 
Dyer had heard habeas corpus 
proceedings brought by Charles A. 
Houts, former United States District 
Attorney, on the ground that the 
requisition warrants against them 
were defective in that the name of 
Acting Gov. Crossley was signed to 
them by Thomas J. Cole, secretary 
to Gov. Gardner, now Houts’ law 
partner, on whose testimony the 
judgment was given.

Six Federal prohibition enforce- 
ment agents attached to the St. 
Louis office received telegrams to- 


day notifying them of forced fur- 
loughs which they must take from 
May 20 to July 1, because of the 
failure of Congress to appropriate 
sufficient money to pay the operat- 
ing expenses of the department. Ad- 
vices from Washington yesterday 
stated 700 of a totai of 1200 agents 
are to be laid off for this reason. 

Five agents, constituting the en- 
tire force of M. T. Kiggins, prohibi- 
tion enforcement agent for 45 coun- 
ties of Southern Illinois, with head- 
quarters in East St. Louis, today 
were laid off under the order.

- ply of milk for the babies surround- 
ed by luxury, its chief object is to 
provide the best milk obtainable for 
those helpless little tots whose par- 
ents are financially unable to pro- 
vide even a poor grade of milk for 
them. 

“That the babies in these depend- 
ent families may be adequately sup- 
plied with milk suitable for their in- 
dividual needs, the commission modi- 
fies milk in such quantities and such 
degrees that proper feedings (in va- 
rious sized nursing bottles) are con- 
veniently available in different sec- 
tions of the city. The laboratory is in 
daily operation throughout the year 
to supply this need. Ice packed milk 
cases are transported by trucks to 
Qthe various distributing. centers, 
from which the milk is distributed 
direct to the families. Tedious trips 
for tired mothers and unnecessary 
Bxpense for carfare is thus avoided. 
The chief item of expense of the 
zommission is the purchase, modifi- 
cation and distribution of this modi- 
fied milk for the convenience and 
benefit of the poor and unfortunate. 

174,483 Bottles Distributed. 

"Last year 174,483 bottles of this 
modified milk were distributed, of 
which $1,050 bottles or more than 
37 per cent, were given outright to 
poor families. The remainder was 
gold to persons of limited incomes 
who desire to pay something for it 
but cannot afford to pay its full 
value. In order to encourage these 
families to use this most excellent 
milk for their babies, a nominal 
charge which equals about one-half 
of the actual cost of production is 
made. The unemployment situation 
4s resulting in increased demands 
being made upon us for free milk. 

“Our fuhds are exhausted. The 
babies must not be allowed to suffer 
and die for a lack of milk.”

TWO ROBBERS SHOT AND 


CAPTURED BY POSSE

St. Clair Citizens Fire on Men 
Approaching in Auto After 
Holding Up Couple. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. CLAIR MO., May 19.—TIwo 
young men who had committed a 
bold robbery at Sullivan, Mo., earlier 
in the night, were intercepted as 
they entered St. Clair at 11:15 
o’clock last night, and were captured 


_lafter both had been wounded by 


shots fired by a posse. They said 
they were Raymond Seitz, 22 years 
old, of Herman, La., and Raymond 
Roberts, 18, of Tulsa, Okla. 
Sullivan is 18 miles southwest of 
here. A message was received from 
there last evening, stating that a 
young man and a young woman, 
Henry Juergens and Miss Clara 
Krammer, on their way to a school 


entertainment, had been stopped by 
two men in an automobile, and com- 
pelled, at the point of a pistol, to 
enter the car. They were driven 
about a mile into the country, where 
the men stopped the car, and or- 
dered the couple to get out. 
Robbed Man of Watch and $6. 

Miss Krammer, seeing the head- 
lights of an automobile in the dis- 
tance, ran toward them, screaming. 
The abductors made no attempt to 
hinder her, but ord@red Juergens 
back into the machine. They drove 
a mile further, where they stopped, 
robbed him of his watch, scarfpin 
and $6, and then drove on toward 
St. Clair. 

Upon being informed of this, Mar- 
shal Chisum raised a posse of about 
20 citizens here. One squad was 
Btationed at the point where the 


men were expected to enter the 


body was posted on the east side, 
where they would have to pass out, 
on their way to St. Louis. At this | 
point a barrier of railroad ties was | 
erected across the road. 

Driver Refused to Halt. 

When an automobile did approach 
from the west, the section of the 
posse stationed there ordered it to 
halt. Instead, the driver put on 
more speed and dashed past. Sev- 
eral shots were fired after it, but it 
did not stop. It was seen that the 
description of the car and occupants 
corresponded to that of the robbers. 
The men drove through St. Clair at 
high speed. <As they neared the 
western edge of the town, Marshal 
Chisum stepped into the road and 
fired a shot in the air. The men falil- 
ing to stop, the posse opened fire, 
about 20 shots being fired. The men 
fired two shots in return. At this 
moment the car struck the barricade 
of ties, and stopped.

éé FE are told that our Attorney-General, 
W x: Barrett, is making an exhaustive 
inquiry into the cost of building mate- 

rials,”’ Mr. Antwine said. 

“This probably means that he will exhaust 
himself without anything coming of it. If 
something does come of it, we will all have to 
pinch ourselves to make sure we are &live. 

“While morally certain that we are beset 
upon every hand by combinations in vrestraln* 
of reconstruction, we find it quite another mat- 
ter to establish that fact in law. This is the 
reason nobody has any sense of protection from 
any anti-trust law, either State or national. It 
is also the reason why business generally feeis 
that anything is possible with: the right legal 
advice. 

“Ours will probably be known in economics 
as the age of combinations. We have only a 
little way to go to achieve complete combina- 
tion everywhere, which shal! resolve itself 
finally into survival of the combinest. The un- 
combined are even now on their last legs. They 
look on hopelessly as the last representatives 
of another time, incapable even of combining as 
the historians of an era perhaps superior to 
our own. 

“What could Attorney-General, wholly 
uncombined, do before such a combination as 
that which faces our own Mr. Barrett? Has he 
in his sling-shot some magic pebble which is to 
bring down the legal Goliaths in the Philistine 
host? I am afraid not. We have had laws 
against combinations for many years and I 
have never heard of a combine against which 
they proved effective. U’ pon the cont ‘ary, all 
combines have grown richer and more pow erful 
year by year. The laws against them have only 

watered the stone upon which the lawyers of 
the combines have sharpened their wits. 

“There is only one impracticable combina- 
tion. We cannot combine our own time, in 
which combines are the thing, with another 
lime in which they were not. I am afraid that 
is what Mr. Barrett is trying to do.”

COLLEGE REFORM. 

PROF. K. W. BROWN in Harper's Magazine. 

N the 14 years in which I have been a teacher 

I have attended faculty meetings regularly in 
some college once a fortnight. I have, moreover 
visited 120 or 130 other American colleges and 
universities, and I have attended faculty meetings 
in a number of these.

PLANS OF ORGANIC

Proposal Includes Only the 


Grouping of Missionary, 
Educational and Benevo- 
lent Agencies. 


The chief interest in the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States (Southern), 
which opened today, centers about a 
report of a committee which for 
three years has been working upon a 


' plan for unification of the five Pres- 


byterian creeds in America. For 
geveral years plans of organic union 
have been discussed, but have failed 
of consummation. 

The present proposal is entitled 
the “Constitution of the Presbyte- 
rian Reformed Churches in Ameri- 
ca.”” Under it each constituent 
church would retain its autonomy in 
oreed, government and worship, but 
would act “to further the redemp- 
tive work of Christ’’ through “The 
United Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Reformed Churches in America.” 

To Consider Proposition. 

The proposition will be considered 
at the respective general assemblies 
of the various Presbyterian denom- 
inations this year. 

The work of the United Assembly 
would include unification of the 
work of the missionary,. educational 
and benevolent agencies of the va- 
rious constituent bodies. The pro- 


posed assembly would “constitute a| 
bond of union, peace and correspond- | 


ence among all congregations and 
judicatories of the 
churches,” and would “be the decla- 
rative, administrative and judicial 
agency of the united body.” 
Administrative Powers. 

Explaining the administrative 
the Con- 
etitution says: 

“The United Assembly shall have 
power to create and sup@erintend 


agencies for its work in foreign mis- | 


sions, home missions, education, pub- 
lication, ministerial relief, thd evan- 
gclization of the negro, stewardship, 
and other. missionary, educationa) 
d benevolent causes. 
“The United Assembly, through 
its administrative agencies, shall 
study the fields and operations of 
the various missionary, educational 
and benevolent agencies, and shall 
recommend to the constituent 
churches methods of unifying their 
common work in the interest of 
greater harmony and efficiency. 
Churches Retain Powers. 
“The United Assembly shall have 
authority to propose any other ac- 
tion in reference to the administra- 
tive work of the churches, but such 
action shall become bindins only 
when adopted in the regular way 
by each of the constituent 


churches.” 


The total budget of the church for 
the biennial period was set yesterday 
at $10,600,000 by the Committee on 
Systematic Stewardship and Benefi- 
cience at a meeting yesterday. 


GOVERNMENT EXPENDITURES 
$42,000,000 LESS IN APRIL 


Payments Against Public Debt Also 
, Under Those of March by 
$762,000,000. 
By the Agsociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—-Govern- 
ment expenditures during April were 
$800,000,000 less than in March. 
The monthly statement issued last 
night by the Treasury showed ordi- 
nary expenditures were $42,000,000 
below those of the month before and 
that total public debt payments were 
about $762,000,000 less, due to the 
small amount of certificates of in- 
debtedness retired in April. 

In April, ordinary expenditures to- 
taled $494,091,189, against $536,476,- 
860 in March, while disbursements 
on the public debt amounted to 
$192,880,065 as compared with $962,- 
698,242. 

Payment of $89,587,728 to the rail- 
roads was the largest item under or- 
dinary expenses, while the sum of 
$138,611,000 used to retire Treasury 
certificates of indebtedness account- 
ed for the major portion of the pub- 
lic debt disbursements.

World Needs Brotherhood More 


Than the League of Nations, 
Declares Retiring Moderator 


The Rev. Dr. Lingle 


Tells Presbyterians at 


Opening of Sixty-First General Assembly 
Here of the Tasks That Face Church Today. 


The sixty-first General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States (Southern) opened to- 
day at 11 o’clock in Westminster 
Presbyterian Church, Union and 
Delmar boulevards. The assembly 
comprises approximately 300 com- 
missioners, representing 876,000 
communicants in 14 Southern States. 

The first session was given over 
to the address of the retiring mod» 
erator, the Rev. Dr. Walter L. Lingle 
of Richmond, Va., dean of the as- 
sembly’s training school for lay 
workers. Dr. Lingle’s successor will 
be elected at this afternoon’s ses- 
sion. The retiring moderator 
preached a missionary sermon in 
keeping with the designation of this 
assembly as the “Foreign Missionary 
Assembly.” In part, it follows: 

‘What is the real business of the 
church today? Jesus has answered 
the question clearly and assigns the 
church two colossal tasks. The first 
is assigned in these words: ‘Go ye 
therefore and teach all nations.’ 

“Nineteen centuries have passed 
since that command was uttered. 
How much of the task has been 
completed. Here in America there 
are 44,000,000 people who profess 
to be followers of Jesus Christ. In 
the world there are 500,000,000 peo- 
ple who are either professing Chris- 
tians or friendly adherents, of Chris- 
tianity. These figures are sufficient 
to bring good cheer to the heart of 
the Christian worker. But the un- 
finished task is greater at this mo- 
ment than it has been at any time 
since Jesus gave His command. 

Shows Task for Church. 

“According to the census of 1920, 
there are 105,000,000 people in the 
United States. Only 44,000,000 of 
these even profess to be Christian. 
That leaves 61,000,000 who do not 
profess to be fallowers of Christ. 
But there are in the United States 
26,000,000 children under 11 years of 
age. Subtracting these, we still 


constituent | 


‘the 500,000,000 who 


have 35,000,000 people in the United 
States over 11 years of age who do 
not profess to be Christians. These 
figures present to the church in the 
United States a task that is so tre- 
mendous that. any mortal man must 
stand dismayed when he faces it. 

“But this is only one small seg- 
ment of the task. The field is the 
world. There are in the world to- 
day 1,600,000,000 people. Subtract 
are claimed 
either as Christians or as adherents 
of Christianity and we have left more 
than 1,000,000,000 people on the 
globe who have no adequate knowl- 
edge of Jesus Christ. The human 
mind is utterly incapable of taking 
in the significance of these figures. 
Nor can mere figures tell the whole 
story of a world that is lying in 
darkness without God, without 
Christ, and without hope. 

“The second great task of the 


church is set forth in these words: 


‘Teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you.’ 
That means to teach every man, 


‘woman and child ‘on this globe to 
‘live according to the teachings of 


Jesus in every relationship of life. 
Of course, these two tasks are to be 
carried forward simultaneously. 
“We cannot in one hour summar- 
ize all the things which Jesus has 
commanded us. But we can lift up 
our eyes and look at the world situ- 
ation today, and then point out just 
a few of the teachings of Jesus that 
need especial emphasis in this par- 
ticular hour of the world’s history. 
World Filled With Hate. 
“The world is full of hate today. 
The nations hate each other with a 
perfect hatred. Just the headlines in 
any morning paper will convince you 
of that fact. The races hate each 
other. I am not speaking of any 
local race problem, but of the world- 
wide race problem. Wherever two 
races meet each other, there is a 
race problem. It is one of the great- 
est problems facing the church Of 
God at this time. The classes hate 
each other. The most terrible illus- 
tration of this is found in Russia, 
but this same class -hatred is found 
in every land. In multitudes of cases 
individuals hate each other. Truly 
the world is full of hate today. 
“Jesus meets this world of hate 
with a message of love. ‘Love your 
enemies, bless them that curse you, 


do good to them that hate you, and | 


pray for them which despitefully 
use you and persecute you.’. These 
are marvelous words. So far as I 
can discover, no such words weré 
ever spoken before ®™ the history of 
the world. You will observe that this 
is a command. Jesus expects us to 
obey it. Not only so, but he 6x- 
pects us to teach it to men every- 
where and insist that it is the will 
of Jesus, the Lord of Glory, that 
men everywhere live according to 
this teaching. It is a message that 
the world sorely needs today. 

‘The world may need a League of 
Nations today, but it needs infinitely 
more a Brotherhood of Nations, a 
brotherhood that is bound together 
by the kind of love that Jesus 
teaches, a love that knows no nation- 
al, racial or geographical bounds. 
This love is the only thing that will 
make men and nations lay aside the 
armaments of war and join together 


‘in rebuilding a broken world. It is 


the business of the church to teach 
men and nations to love one another. 

“We again lift up our eyes and 
look upon the world and we see a 
world that is full of selfishness and 
greed. The nations are scrambling 
for territory and for trade. The 
classes are in conflict over the wage 
question. Individuals and corpora- 
tions have taken advantage of the 
necessities of mankind and have 
given us an exhibition in profiteering 
of which we had not supposed the 
human heart was capable. Human 
greed and selfishness lie back of all 


| this, and the worst of it is that pro- 


fessedly Christian men and nations 
have been leaders in this sort of 
thing. 

Message Meets Situation. 

“Jesus moeéts this world of selfish- 
ness with a message of self-renuncia- 
tion and service. ‘Whosoever will 
come after me, let him deny himself, 
and take up his cross and follow me.’ 
Jesus is not thinking of some petty 
self-denial, but of utter and absolute 
self-renunciation. Whatever else this 
passage may teach,\it certainly 
teaches that there is no place for self- 
ishness in the Christian life. 

“Jesus does not measure us by 
blood, or birth, or bank account, or 
social or political standing, but by 
the service we render God and hu- 
manity in His name. But the world 
has not learned Jesus’ standard, and 
there are multitudes of professing 
Christians who have never learned 
it. The world’s way of measuring a 
man is not by the service he renders, 
}but by the size of dividends he can 
declare at the end of the year. The 
men who are written up in popular 
magazines as examples of success 
are, for the most part, men who have 
been able to pile up large dividends. 
We need to come back to Jesus’ ideal 
of true greatness. We need ¢ world 
of business men who will always 
think of their business, not as a 
means to any selfish ends, but as 
their way of serving God and hu- 
manity.

CHEMISTS FIND NEW MISSION 
IN LIFE FOR THE OLD CORNCOB 


It Yields a Substance Called “Fur- 
fural,’’ Uses for Which Are 

Being Investigated. 

By the Associated Press. 

URBANA, IIL, May 19.—The 
corncob has a new mission in life, 
it is announced at the University 
ef Illinois. 

Corncobs treated with certain 
chemicals give a substance called 
“furfural” in a simpler manner than 
other methods now in use. It is 
said that.from 12 to 14 pounds of 
“furfural” can be obtained from 100 
pounds of corncobs. 

Although no large uses for ‘‘fur- 
fural’” have yet been discovered, the 
problem is being investigated in 
many laboratories. Experiments 
have shown that a substance can be 
made from it of a similar nature to 
bakelite, the material used in mak- 
ing amber-looking cigarette holders,

Written Application for Rein- 
statement of Miss Hesse 
Filed — Grade Teachers 
Circulating Petitions. 


Samuel H. West, attorney for the 
Grade Teachers’ Association, has 
sent the Post-Dispatch a communi- 
cation in reply to the statement of 
President Rosskopf of the Board of 
Education, regarding the dismissal 
of Miss Rosa Hesse from the teach- 
ing force. Miss Hesse is president of 
the Grade Teachers’ Association. 

Miss Hesse’s written application 
for reinstatement as a téacher was 
filed today with the board by At- 
torney West. The Grade Teachers’ 
Association is circulating petitions 
that she be reinstated. 

The attorney’s statement, in behalf 
of Miss Hesse, is as follows: 

‘The lengthy communication from 
Mr. Rosskopf, president of the Board 
of Education, regarding the _ dis- 
missal of Miss Rosa Hesse as teacher, 
overlooks three important points. 

‘1. That Miss Hesse had a perfect

CONSOLIDATION Ot 
RAILROAD LINES 


E. ‘A. Hadley States Belief 
That Competitive Systems 
of 15,000 to 20,000 Miles 
Each Will Be Formed. 


SPEEDY RELIEF FOR 
RAIL PLIGHT NEEDED 


Speaker Before Engineering 
Societies Says Rates Must 
Be Increased or Operating 


Expenses Lowered. 


The railroads of tomorrow will be 
consolidated into large competitive 
systems of from 15,000 to 20,000 
miles each, in the opinion of E. A. 
Hadley, chief engineer of the Mis- 
sourl Pacific Railroad, who ad- 
dyessed the Engineers’ Club and 
Associated Engineering Societies of 
St. Louis last night on “The Rail- 
road Situation Yesterday, Today and 
Tomorrow.” 

After reviewing the railroad sit- 
uation of yesterday and outlining the 
situation of today, Hadley said, in 
part, concerning the situation of to- 
| morrow: 
| “Either rates must be further in- 
| creased or operating expenses must 
‘be reduced; if possible, to a point 
where rates can be lowered. This 
/means wage reductions for railroad 


employes and such cB&nges in 
present indefensible working agree- 
/ments as will promote efficiency and 
insure a full day’s work for a full 
'day’s pay. 

“These changes, with a probable 
‘falling market for material and sup- 
| plies, should bring about a greater 
and necessary margin between rev- 
|}enue and expenses which is abso-

to continue to operate properly, and 
expand to meet the needs of this

worked out in spite of the seemingly 
almost insurmountable difficulties 
involved in the way of financial and 
legal complications. 

“The growth and development of 
our nation demands such co-ordina- 
tion of our transportation facilities 
as will retain the good features of a 
centrally controlled : tailroad system 
for the entire country and still have 
the benefits which are the result of 
healthy competition between the 
carriers. 

Most Trying Situation. 

“I believe that the railroads are 
about to pass out of the most trying 
situation which has ever confronted 
them and that they will shortly be 
on a substantial and satisfactory ba- 
sis, following and perhaps leading 
in the general recovery of business 
and that we will ‘continue to have, 
as at present and in the past, the 
most éfficient railroads in the world 
operated at the lowest cost for 
freight and passenger movement.” 

Hadley suggested that if the rail- 
roads had remained in private 
hands during the war, under the 
burdensome laws and regulations 
with which they were hed: ed about, 
they might have been much worse 
off at the close of the war than the 
owners found them on their release 
from Government control. He gave 
it as his opinion that they would, as 
a whole, have been in much worse 
physical condition without the help 
which thé director-general, with the 
full resources of the nation at his

LETTER AFTER OPERATION 


Statement Shortly Before Death Describes Sen- 
sations on Entering the Valley and His 
Creed, “I Accept.” 


of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—“‘It was 
a bet on the high card with a chance 
to win, and I took it,” said Franklin 
K.° Lane, former Secretary of the 
Interior, in a statement dictated a 
few days before his death in a hos- 
pital at Rochester, Minn., yesterday. 

Lane was known not only as a 
public official of high executive 
ability and devotion to duty, but as 
master of a graceful and vivid style 
of writing. The statement, which 
Was sent as a letter to several of his 
friends in Washington, is remarka- 
ble for the fullness and frankness 
with which he described his sensa- 
tions on “deliberately walking into 
the valley of the shadow.” It sums 
up Lane’s philosophy. 

Lane was operated on May 6 for 
gallstones and appendicitis, and pe- 
culiar features of his case prevented 
the administration of a general an- 
esthetic. He was apparently recov- 
ering after the operation when 
heart disease developed and resulted 
in his death. 

Lane’s Statement. 


The statement, dictated when he 
believed that he would fully recover, 
is as follows: 

“It is Wednesday afternoon and I 
am now sitting up in bed talking 
to my good friend, Cotter. Until yes- 
terday I did not clearly visualize 
any one thing in this room and did 
not know that it had a window ex- 
cept that there was a place that 


noise came through, but I did know 


that it had a yellow oak door that 


stared at me with its great big 
| Square eye all day and all night. 
|Last Friday, you see, about 1 in the 
morning, I took the step that I 
should have taken months, yes,

LANE’S PHILOSOPHY VIVIDLY AV HARDING SAYS 


TRADE NORMALCY 
IS APPROACHING 


Federal Reserve Official As- 
serts Condition Cannot Ar- 
rive Until World Recovers 
From War’s Waste. 


NO LONGER FEAR OF 
FINANCIAL TROUBLE 


Says Farmer Was Hardest Hit 
in Readjustment — Urges 
Foreign Trade as Spur to 
Domestic Business. 


William P. G. Harding, Governor 
of the Fedéral Reserve Board, who 


spoke today at the Chamber of Com- 
merce luncheon at Hotel Statler, ro- 
fused, in an interview in the fore- 
noon, to predict just when “normal- 
cy” in business may be expected. He 
expressed the opinion the “corner 
had been turned” and said there was 
no longer any apprehension of “gen- 
eral financial trouble.” 

He tis touring the Middle West vis- 
iting Federal reserve banks, and 
also attending a few meetings of 
state bankers’ associations. He de- 
parts this evening for Topeka, Kan. 

“The cost of the war in destruc- 
tion of wealth,” he said, “has been 
estimated at from $300,000,000,000 
to $350,000,000,000, which is greater 
than the wealth of the United States. 

“We are heading toward recuper- 
ation, but we should not expect nor- 
mal conditions until there is further 
progtess toward restoring’ this 
wealth. The processes cannot be by 
treme legislation. It will take 
productive energy, hard work, con- 
servation, time and patience. 

World Recovering From Shock. 

“The most gratifying feature is 
the fact that the world is recover- 
ing from its shell shock. In our town 
country, certainly, people are dis- 
posed to take a calmer and sounder 
view than a year ago. They are 
realizing that compensation must be 
based on service, and that goods 
must be sold on the basis of actual 
value, 

“The readjustment during the last 
12 months has been severe and the 
principal disturbing factor is that the 
readjustment has not been by any 
Ymeans uniform. There has been a 
general complaint that the producer, 
whether of farm products or manu- 
factured goods, does not receive a 
price commensurate with the price 
the ultimate consumer has to pay. 

“It is evident the manufacturer 
has reduced his prices and is doing 
all he can to reduce operating costs. 
Wholesalers and jobbers have re- 
duced prices and are selling goods 
not so much with reference to the 
cost of the stock, but more with the 
idea of replacement value. 

“Many retailers no doubt are pur- 
suing the same policy, while others 
are content to do a slower business 
in working off their stocks. A year 
or more ago the markets were se!!- 
ers’ markets. Buyers found difficulty 
in getting quick delivery in the vol- 
ume desired and manufacturers and 
jobbers were not anxious to accept 
large orders, believing there would 
be further advances in prices from 
time to time. 

Situation Now . 

“As wages advanced with prices, 
manufacturers naturally were averse 
to having large unfilled orders which 
could be filled only at advancing 
costs. Now it is entirely changed. 
It became evident a year ago that 
sentimont, throughout the world as 
well as im§ this country was against 
further price advances. People re- 
frained from buying until goods 
could be purchased more reasonably. 

“What might be termed the buy - 
ers’ strike began a year ago. There 
does not appear to have been an 
overproduction, for, according to old 
Standards of consumption, there 
would have been a shortage. The 
consumer has reduced his demands 
until there 1s relatively a surplus. 

“The falling off of exports during 
the last three or four months is an 
evidence of inability or indisposi- 
tion of foreigners ‘o purchase our 
goods, and if our «xport trade is to 
be revived, which would give new 
impetus to domestic trade, it would 

ppear necessary to make a decided 
eNort to get foreign business.

Dr. Shutt Notified That Money 
for Their Salaries Will Not 
Be Forthcoming After June 1. 


Comptrvller Nolte has sent a let- 
ter to Licspital Commissioner Shutt, 
‘notifying him that by June 1 three 
municipal nurses must be dropped 
from the present staff, as the money 
‘for their salaries will not be forth- 
i\coming after that date. Dr. Shutt 
Said there was nothing to do but 
drop them. 

| This action came in the face of 
appeals from the Municipal Nurses’ 
Association for more nurses, and 
declarations by persons interested 
in the public health service that the 
existing number was far from ade- 
‘quate. At present there are 28 
nurses and a head nurse. 

Dr. Shutt, in commenting on Nol- 
'te’s action, said the effect would be 
deplorable. ‘‘Instead of reducing 
the number, it should be doubled,” 
he said. “That is what is necessary 
to put our municipal nurse service 
on a level with that in other cities. 
It simply means that fewer people 
can be eared for, and. that fewer 
measures for safeguarding the pub- 
lic health generally can be carried
